—_ - defire to ſee it ) the 
will tcarcely iavite an Enemy

And there- 
fore they can never be a pattern for Eng- 
land, a rich, populous, and fertile Na- 
tin; whoupvn that account ſtand in 
heed of the beft Goverriment, to ſecure 
us from Inteſtine quarrels, to which 
all pdpulous places are moſt ſubjeR, as 
alfo to protect us from Foreign force, to 
which the goodneſs and riches of the 
Country, nay give the moſt renjptin 
invitation.

FOR the ſecond part of rheir 
Charge, wherein they accuſe Monarchy 
with a Deſign of enſlavidg the oy : 
and _— guilty of Oppreſſion, Inju- 
ſtice and Exa@ions; if thoſe accuſations 
had been real, ( which ate moſt groſs 
abuſes and calumiiies,) yet fill rhey 
could have been no more but the exor- 
birances of ſome particular petſons, who 
might abuſe their Power, bur cannot 
Juſtly be charged vpon Monarchy it elf : 
eſpecially our Engliſh Monarthy, which 
is of ſojuſt a Temprramfnrum ad "—_ 
, ] 
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if any thing in + ge) can be e % that 
it caogot opprels meaneſt - uheg 
without bs To or the .conſeat of. his 
Peers, who will difficultly be brought 
to do that which may indanger theig 
own priviledges, and might one day 
come to be a precedent for themſelves 
to ſuffer by. The truth is, the reſty and 
fore-plotted humour of ſome ſullen Par- 
liaments, which preceded the fatal 
1641, put his late Majeſty upon ſom 
extraordinary courles of xai 

to (upply the preſſing and im 
neceſlities of the Crown Goverc 
meat, with which they refuſed to abi 
him in the uſual, legal. and comme 
Parliamentary way ; which yet w 
not done, but with the greateſt-caytior 
and tenderneſs, and quent coaſult 
tions with the Judges learned - in: the 
Laws, whether without breach 
Laws fuch expedients might be mac 
uſe of? and the money ſo raiſed, whucl 
they maliciouſly ſay was to mainta! 
tho'e luxuries of the Court, : 
and Plays, their Sabbath-days recrs; 
tions, Were in truth for the necel 
ſupport of the Government and Roy 
Digaity ; and which yer fell ſo ſhort © 
what the extraordinary occaſions at that 
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time were, by reaſon of the Scortiſb In- 
np t on by the Fadtious Re 
peblice- Prezbyterians, that the King was 
obliged at laſt to call and continue thas 
Parliament to grant him ſupplies, which 
in concluſion' rook from him his Reve- 
hue, Dignity, Crown and Lite. 

AS to the Foreſts, of which they 
make ſuch an our-cry; it is well 
known, that they are generally Land 
of ſuch a Nature as admits not of a to- 
lerable improvement in Husbandry ; 
and therefore cannot be better employ- 
ed for the publick good and ſafety of the 
Nation, than in producing Timber for 
Shipping, which is the only thing 
which they will well and naturally do: 
And the keeping of Deer, being an ac- 
cidental improvement, and the ſtock 
= are beſt capable of maintaining, 
cad the King as well as private Men 
having a juſt right and lawſulliberty 
toemploy thoſe Lands which by inhe- 
titance from his Anceſtors deſcended to 
him, according to his own pleaſure ; 
The toe partias could be offended at 
him, but ſuch whoſe covetous Ambitt- 
on had aneyeto the waſte of thetn for 
themſelves, as theſe men had, who to 
the irreparable toſs - the Kingdom, os 
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der pretence of improvement made 
ſuch ipoil in the of Dean, and up- 
on all the Crown Lands, as lome Ages 
of the moſt diligent and induſtrious 
Husbandry will ſcarcely repair: And 
which adds to the miſchief, thoſe vaſt 
quantities of our beſt Timber, with 
which they uſually over-paid their pur- 
chaſe, were fold to ſome of our Neigh- 
bours, who have lince ſhewn us the 
ſtrength of our Expliſb Oak. 

AND poſlibly their dif-foreſti 
and diſ-parking ſo much ground, rec. 
it might turn to good account to ſome 
of them for the preſent, yet has inſen- 
ſibly brought down all the Rents of the 
Nobility and Gentry of the Kingdom; 
for our only ſurfeit at preſent ſeems to be 
of plenty both of Corn and Cattle; we 
having more communibu: Annis, than 
the conſumption of the Nation will ad 
mit of; and generally no good markets 
for theſe products of our Count 
amongſt our Neighbours abroad, unleſs 
in fuch a conjuncture as thele late years 
of War. Which great plenty has cer- 
tainly been much increaſed by their im- 
provement of ſo many of the Parks of 
the King, Biſhops, cc. *'* So that thoſe 
" chargeable proviſions for Sports and Re- 
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” creat ons, for which ( as they eloquear- 
"ly flaunt it ) thouſands of Acres, and 
” ſcores of Miles, and great part of whole 
” Counties have been ſcparated from 4 
” much better and publick employment ; it 
the Timber which their waſteful Ava- 
rice cut down had been ſtanding ſtill, 
might with far more advantage tothe 
publick have continued as they were. 
AND for Oppreſſion, good God ! 
certainly the World never knew great- 
er than thoſe Keepers of the Liberties of 
England were guilty of, It would 
trouble a publick Accomptaat to caſt up 
thoſe vaſt Summs and incredible Trea- 
ſures, which - lels than wwe ſeven 
ears they raiſed and ſpent to ſupport 
the worlt of all luxuries Rebellion and 
to a&t upon the publick Charge and 
Theatre of the Nation, not Maſques 
and Plays, but the moſt real and inhu- 
mane Tragedies; and many of them 
upon Sabbath-days too, as theſe mor 
dern Jews call the Lords-day : So that 
they might well have ſpared that accu- 
ſation agaioſt the King and Court. It 
wauld be endleſs to recount the Annual 
Revenue of all the Crown, - Biſhop, 
Chapter and Cathedral Lands, 
delides the Money they r:ceived for the 
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purchaſes of them even ar their Rates, 
the conſtant _—— Aﬀetimems, 
Free-quarter, Plunder, Sequeſtrations, 
Compolitions, Decimations, Exciſe 
and Cuſtoms; beſides the voluntary 
Comributions, the Bodkins, Thimbles, 
Rings, Plate and Jewels, which Hzgb 
Peters and his confederate Juglers, 
preach'd and pray'd from the Holy Si- 
ſters and Zealous Brothers; the vaſt 
Summs borrowed upon the publick 
Faith, which ſome of them found tg 
their coſt to be Fides Panice; and al 
moſt innumerable Ways and Arts they 
had to ſqueez and drain the Treaſure 
of the Nation into their bottomleſs 
Gulph. And 1 am almoſt confidene; 
that not any three Kings of England 
from William the Conqueror ro this pre- 
ſent day were ſo —_— to England, 
as that one prodigal Parliament. And 
they who now complain of the heavy 
Taxations ( which it has ever been ab- 
ſerved the Republicans are moſt guilry 
of ) muſt know, that we are obliged to 
them, both for the firſt invention of 
thoſe payments, and for the neceſliry 
of their continuance. That fo the 
Crown may be ſecured from ſuch ext 
gencies as might oblige the King to ask 

Poolies 
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ies from ſuch men, (if theſe Com- 
wealths- men hqd their deſire and 

) as had rather take away the 
Crown it ſelf, than give any thing to- 
wards its {i and maintenance, 
Aad- tet them but by becoming good 
Subjects, obedicart to their Prince and 
his Laws, give him demoaſtrative aflu- 
rances of domeſtick Peace and Unity, 
and they may be conhtdent that neither 
henor they need-to fear any foreign 
Force or Power : andſo the neceflity of 
thele extraordinary ſupplies for the ſe- 
curity of the Peace and Iatereft of the 
Kingdoms being removed, they may 
certainly expett co live in a great mea” 
{ure free from them, or however. from 
their frequency. - And if they will not 
rodo this, they may thank them- 
ſelves for thoſe -burthens they lay upon 
their own and other mens ſhoulders, 
which they might be caſed of, if they 
would eaſe the Goverameat of the con- 
ſtanccharge ir is forced ro beat, to (e- 
cure it felt, and thoſe who are ynder its 
procetion, from the reſtleſs and dange- 
rous attempts of their Party againſt it ;

Profit and all Places of Truſt, Dignity 
or Honour, wall moſt certainly be con- 
terr'd upon ſuch perſons as are eſteem- 
ed Friends; and their want of merit or 
abiliry ro) diſcharge ſuch cbaſiderable 
Employs, will be abundantly recom- 
penced by the tidehty they enther have

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or well difſemble to the ſide and Intereſt 
of their Patrons, who will always be 
willing to gratifie ſuch, to deprels their 
Enemies, and to fu their own 
Party and Power; judging that their 
gratifications will oblige to a firmneſs 
and fidelity, leſt they thould be deprt- 
yed of thoſe advantages they potleſs 
from, by, and under them : Though 
afterall the obligations that can be laid 
upon them, thele Mercenary fidelities 
are all like Soldiers of fortune, who will 
certainly liſt themſelves under thoſe 
Standards where there is the belt pay 
and preferment. . Whereas on the con- 
tfary, no ability todiſcharge any Place 
or Office of truſt, no Integrity ſhall be 
able to turn the balance of Rewards 
againſt the heavy charge, or but ſulpi- 
cion of being no fricad to the preſent 
over-ruling Faction, or their proceed- 
ings: So that in ſhort, all Vertue (if 
we meaſure it by what is rewarded or 
incouraged in a Commonwealth ) will 
conliſt either in the artitice of a well 
manag'd flattery, ora real joyning with 
that party of the Government which is 
uppermolt ; wichout which anmaal 

complances no other fort of goodnels 
will cecommend any perſon to the capa-

thrive but very poorly in a ſail where ir 
1snot tenderly cheriſhed, and frequeant- 
ly refreſhed with the incouraging Dews 
of Rewards and Benefits ; they being 
very rare and uncommon perſons, who 
will eſpouſe Vertue, though the great- 
et Beauty in Nature, without any 
other portion than what ſhe has in hey 
ſelf of excellency and (atisfation: And 
how happy any Society of men in proceſs 
of a little time are like ro be withour 
Vertue, and how long lived ſhe is like 
to be upon ſo thin a diet, where ( Pro- 
bitas landatur + alpet ) (he is commend- 
ed and ſtarved, Ithink F need nor ſpend 
time, 6r trouble the ſober and judicious 
Reader with argumeats to prove and 
demonſtrate. 

THE ſame may be faid of Puniſh 
meats as of Rewards : And if it ſhall be 
ſaid, that the frequent changes of the 
Governours will be a means to prevent 
theſe inconveniences ; Ianſwer, it will 
indeed changy the Governours, but nor 
the nature” of the Government, which 
of it ſelf is inclinable to theſe Impertfe- 
| | ions, 
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Gions, end aprtto deprave the beſt Na- 
tures imo theſe tilcarriages, which do 
attend rhe very Eſfence of its conſticuri- 
on ; and though the Governours may 
be alrered, yet it is probable the ſame 
Faction and Intereſt will bear the ſway, 
and in all common Policy will take 
what care they can of the ſucceſſion ; 
notwithſtanding which, it will fo hap- 
pen ſometimes that the-contrary Faction 
will get into the Saddle ; and the more 
frequent ſuch changes are, it willren- 
der the condition of all people fo much 
the worſe, unealie and inſecure 1n all 
the forementioned conſequences of Fa-
